Board of Finance and the Board of Directors. 


The BOD then voted to divert an annual amount 
of $5000 or 5 per cent of the total income from stu- 
dent body card revenue. At this same meeting, Decem- 
ber 14, the BOD set up a plan whereby no more than 
$2500 could be spent for preliminary plannings.

The Hornet Foundation backed the planned build- 
ing project on March 19 with a pledge of $50,000 
with the condition that the money be used before 
March 19, 1966. Along with the money the Foundation 
recommended that the bookstore be included in the 
—- and that it would pay “its” way in the pay- 
ment of the large debt. 


In the statements of candidates for the BOD po- 
sitions this vear most of those running promised to 
pursue the College Union with great speed. The pro- 
posed completion date was then 1965. 


The proposed student vote of self assessment 
was, according to present SB President Jolin Fitz- 
gerald, to be held this semester. 

On May 10, almost six months age, THE STATE 
HORNET ran a list of proposed facilities for student 
opinion. To this date nothing has been done with 
these findings, in fact no one seems to know where 
these blanks are. 


Thus far this semester the BOD has recommend- | 


ed the combining of the ASSSC College Union Com- 
mittee and the administration’s College Union Com- 
mittee. This is waiting for Dr. Guy West's approval 
The reason for this consolidation was stated to be 
necessary because of a lack of communication be- 
tween the two greups. This vecurred despite the fact 
that many members were on both committees in the 
first place. 

But another fact is revealed when, according to 
reliable sources, it is noted that of the 24 steps out- 
lined last January by the Chancellor's office the proj- 
ect is “hung up” on step two.
